No. | “Metric dollar” consisting of 895.8 parts silver, 4.2 parts gold, and 100 parts copper 
weight, 25 grams. (385.8 grs.) 


No. 2 “Goloid Metric dollar” 
Consisting of 15.3 grains gold, 236,7 grains silver, and 28 grains copper. 14 grams. 
(216.05 grains.) 


The above were only coined for experimental purposes, and were not issued.
